IN COOK COUNTY 


(Total for Past Year 
70,572, Drop 
Of 13,401

HICAGO, Jan. 19.—Cook 
| county registrations for 

1927 fell 13,401 cars shy of 
1926. The total of 70,572 was 
only 1,016 in excess of 1925. 

A significant fact, however, is that 
Ford lost 11,296, indicating that the 
low-priced market accounted for 
practically all of the decline. The 
Chevrolet, on the other hand, had

Our Motor Population 
OR A GOOD many years the Goodrich Rubber organiza-| 
tion has made a practice of giving us an extremely 
interesting compilation of motor vehicle registrations 
throughout the country. This year the Goodrich table shows 
a total of 23,579,002, which compares with 22,2 
their last year’s compilation. A gain of 1,305,359 motor 
vehicles during the year cannot but be considered satisfac- | 
tory, especially when we take into consideration the long} 
vacation of that tumultuous producer, the Ford Motor Com- 
pany. 
The present table discloses a number of inter- 
esting facts. For instance, seven states now show a 
registration of more than a million cars. Our biggest 
state, Texas, has joined “the million motors club.” 
New York still leads in registrations, with 1,798,091, 
but California is pressing the Empire State hard, 
showing a total registration fer 1927 of 1,614,479. It 
would not be strange to see the Pacific Coast state, 
land of all-year driving, slip into first place before 
many years have passed, and, of course, all native 
sons will arise on that happy day and sing “the cli- 
mate song.” 

In the matter of percentage gains over the 1927 regis-| 
tration total, oddly a the District of Columbia shows | 
the greatest gain, with 17 Next in line comes Mississippi, 
with a gain of 13.9, and third marches Massachusetts, with 
11.7. The compulsory insurance law does not seem to have 
affected the use of cars to any great extent in the Bay State. 
It is particularly gratifying to find the Southern states, 
Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, Louisiana and the Carolinas, 
registering substantial increases. 


Undersize Bearings 
NE of the executives of a company manufacturing 
replacement parts remarked the other day that his 
company had increased its business in undersize bearings 
during the past year 400 per cent. 

This can have only one ultimate meaning. More crank- 
shafts are being reground than ever before. When this job 
is carried out the reground shaft must be fitted with a com- 
plete set of bearings to fit its new size. 

And this means, of course, that more complete 
overhaul jobs are being done. Evidently, the Amer- 
ican car owner is beginning to realize the real amount 
of service that is built into his car by the manufac- 
turer and is determined to get it all out.

PEDESTRIAN CONTROL 


Editor Auotomotive Daily News:— 

I was attracted by your editorial 
on “Jay-walking” in your recent 
issue. Your comment struck a re- 
sponsive cord with me, although I 
had the feeling that you did not go 
far enough. 

Please understand at the outset 
that I am not posing as an author- 
ity, or even.as one who is unusu- 
ally well informed on traffic regu- 





lation. This is a subject, however, | 
that needs be given much thought | 
by any public spirited citizen, and | 
this letter is written with the hope | 
that you may find space in your 
editorial column to foster an ——4 
which seems to have been nearly, i 
not entirely, overlooked. 

It is almost self-evident that | 
there is no single “cure-all” for 
traffic ills. The problem has so 
many phases and is so far,reaching 
in its ramifications that it is diffi- 
cult to conceve a set of rules which 
would solve the problem—even if 
| enforced. 
| It seems to me, however, that 
the greatest basic fault in traffic 
| regulation in a large majority of 

big cities is that all effort to 
regulate traffic is directed against 
| the motorist and none against the 

pedestrian. There are a few big 

cities, to be sure, which have a 

greater or less number of regula- 
tions for pedestrians, but these 
are invariably honored in the 
breach, rather than the observ- 
ance. In fact, there seems to be 
little effort—except in - isolated 
cases—to enforce such regulations. 
The motorists as a class are irre- 
sponsible enough, heaven knows, 
but is not that the best reason in 
the world for not placing all of 
the responsibility upon them as is 
done in a large majority of cases? 

If you will be good enough to de- 
vote a little editorial effort along 
| the lines suggested above, I, for one, | 
fens be glad to see what I can do 

toward getting some of the general 
| newspapers to follow your lead.
